o n Abo u t Three Miles. 
Last Saturday is making an excava­ 
tion for a cottag e at tbeE . W. Smith 
farm which is west o f Dixon about 
three miles, the graves of two Indians 
were discovered. 
An Indian mound 
was being leveled off when the graves 
were found. 
The skull and teeth of 
two Indians were found besides many 
bones.It appears that the graves were 
those of an old and a young man for 
the teeth of one weresmooth and regu 
lar while the other were jagged and 
rough. 
In tbe graves a great many 
pieces of pottery were found but these 
crumbled to pieces as soon as they 
were touched, yet the boots and teeth 
are stiil bard and can be handled.

A long handled screen fan is repre­ 
sented in the trium ph of K ing H orns 
(1400 B. C.), and the wall paintings at 
M edtnah H abon show* tha t Knmeses 
w as attended by tw enty-three princes, 
each bearing an elegant screen fan and 
rejoicing in the sounding title of “fan 
bearer on the left hand of the k ing.” 
F ans w ere also used in Egypt for reli­ 
gious ceremonies, for Isis priests held 
long handled fans m ade of the w ings 
of a bird and som ew hat resem bling 
the Greek caducous. 
From Egypt and 
the fur east fans soon found their w ay 
Into Greece, w here the first specim ens 
assum ed the shape of acacia, plantain 
or lotus leaves, but in later years the 
ladies showed a m ark ed preference for 
gorgeous peacock feather fans.

Chicago, July IS.— 
All 
chance 
of 
peace in the pack ers’ strik e has van­ 
ished for the tim e being, at least. The 
end of negotiations came a fte r a long 
conference l>etween three officials of 
the strik ers and a num ber of puck ­ 
ers. The final break resulted w hen the 
union officials insisted that all the men 
w ho had gone out on strik e be tak en 
back and given their old places. 
rJ he 
pack ers declared tha t this would neces­ 
sitate the discharge of all the men they 
had em ployed 
since 
the eomtoenee- 
hient of the strik e, and tha t they could 
not and w ould not consider It. 
T he 
conferencethen brok e up and the strik e 
w ill continue. 


O n ly O n« Q u estio n at I m u «, 
The question of tak ing back 
the 
strik ers w as the only one upon w hich 
the parties could not agree, the strik ­ 
ers’ com m ittee having w aived all the 
other points form erly a t issue. 
T he 
pack ers declined to fix a tim e a t w hich 
nil the old men should be given work , 
standing firmly by the proposition tha t 
they should have work as places w ere 
vacated or additional 
men 
w anted. 
This would have k ept large num bers 
of the strik ers out of work indifinitely 
and the strik e rs’ com m ittee refused to 
accept the proposition. 


M o r« W o rk D o n e at th e Yard« . 
W ork ing 
conditions at 
the 
local 
yards w ere im proved further. 
Over 
200 more w ere put at w ork and dis­ 
tributed through the various plants. 
At A rm our’s pla nt over 1,000 hogs and 
nearly 400 cattle w ere slaughtered. At 
M orris & Co.’s tw enty-five 
butchers 
w ere a t w ork than the day before, and 
450 hogs w ere k illed during the day. 
At S w ift’s the operations w ere 
in­ 
c r e as e d considerably. L. F. Sw ift said: 
“The local m ark et has suffered noth­ 
ing because of this strik e. 
T hus fa r 
the country a t large is being supplied 
w ith all the m eat it needs. 
W ith a 
few exceptions the prices rem ain ju st 
as they w ere before the strik e.”

into the personal life of every house, 
for m eat is an absolute necessity. 
“ No riot shall tak e place in Chi­ 
cago or any other pack ing center, and 
; the union officials and the men m ust 
see to this even if they have to stand 
insult to avoid it. T here w ere no riots 
j as reported in Chicago and South St. 
Paul, m erely braw ls betw een our own 
i men.

“ W e have had the representatives 
of the trades unions who are em ployed 
at the pack ing houses say to us: ‘W e 
are at your com m and.’ 
W henever we 
l say tha t they shall come out they will 
j m arch out to a man. 
This strik e will 
; never be forgotten.

These clouds float in an 1 
atm osphere composed of the perm a- j 
nent gases like hydrogen and helium j 
m ixed w ith the m ore num erous v apors 
w hich corfdense only a t fa r lower tem ­ 
peratures than those tha t form the 
clouds. 
As to the sub stances which 
com pose the cloud particles, opinions 
are unsettled.—Professor C. A. Young 
In H arper's W eekly.

One man w ill

upon his lower lip, plant in it a mus­ 
tard seed and not rise from his pos;* j ____ 
tion until the seed has become a plant j 
of size. 
Another w ill make his couch 
upon spikes; a third w alk w ith h:s 
boots filled w ith sim ilar delights; yet 
another keeps his hands clinched un­ 
til the nails grow through his palms 
and out at the back of his hands, w hile 
others distort their legs and arm s Into 
atrophy. 
The extent to which Hindoo 
fanaticism w ill go, or native belief ex­ 
tend, w as shown by a case reported in 
the C ivil and M ilita ry Gazette of L a ­ 
hore a year or so ago. 
The natives of 
Trevandrum were found worshiping as 
a god come among men a man who 
had taken up his residence under a 
tree on the bank of a river. 
Fo r the 
first week or so he ate a plantain and 
drank some m ilk tw ice or thrice a 
week. T h e n ~he gradually enlarged the 
intervals, 
till 
after 
three 
or 
four 
months he took no food at all, but 
passed his time huddled before a fir<, 
seeing no one, hearing no one. 
posed to cold and wet, to heat 
d u st he sat thus without food for 
three years,

years he died, never having spoken to, 
heeded, a soul from the tim e he 
first appeared until the spirit passed 
fro m his body*.

I« Is » S p ecie* o f A*h W h ic h I* T a p ­ 
p ed F o r It* G um . 
F e w know that manna Is a species 
of gum w hich exudes from the ash. 
The true manna ash is the Fraxinus 
ornus. 
It Is a beautiful tree and has 
much handsomer flowers than any otb- 
ash. 
In some parts of Sicily trees 
are planted especially for these sub 
stances which* they yield, just as in 
some parts of our country the sugar 
maple Is planted for its sugar. 
The 
p«h trees are tapped when about ten 
years old. 
A transverse cut is made 
about one-third of the circum ference of 
the tree, a number of these transverse 
cuts being made one above the other. 
As m any as forty-five cuts are fre­ 
quently made in one large trunk. 
In some countries where manna is 
collected it is done by inserting tubes, 
ju st as is the case of collecting the 
maple sugar, but where these cuts are 
made the gum runs down the trunk 
and hardens. 
The following season 
cuts are made just above those of the 
previous year. 
A fter this has been 
three years in progress the stems are 
cut down and the new crop of shoots 
left to get matured. 
Sometimes, how­ 
ever, the stems are left standing four 
years before being finally cut aw ay.
